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TEEN CONVICTED 
OF KNIFE ATTACK

A TEENAGER from Tottenham has 
been found guilty of attempted 
murder after stabbing a man with a 
large hunting knife in an unprovoked 
attack. 

Jonathan Kaggwa, 18, of Tiverton 
Road, Tottenham, was found guilty of 
attempted murder and two counts of 
possession of an offensive weapon at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court on Septem¬ 
ber 4. 

While on routine patrol in Ida Road, 
Tottenham, on February 18, police 
officers saw a man being stabbed. 

Kaggwa ran off along Alexandra 
Road, but was chased by officers and 
detained in North Grove. He was 
found to have on him a large hunting- 


style knife with a foot-long blade 
which was still dripping with blood. 

Kaggwa was searched and another 
large kitchen knife was found hidden 
under his jacket. He was arrested on 
suspicion on possessing an offensive 
weapon. 

At the scene of the assault, a 21- 
year-old man was found suffering 
from three serious stab wounds. He 
was bleeding heavily and slipping in 
and out of consciousness. Officers 
gave first aid until he was taken to the 
Royal London Hospital in 
Whitechapel for life-saving surgery. 
He has now recovered from his 
injuries. 

Kaggwa was also arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of attempted murder and charged 
on February 18. 

Police say the man who had been 


stabbed was unwilling to support the 
prosecution, but the case went ahead 
without him. 

During the trial, Kaggwa said he 
had been in the wrong place at the 
wrong time. He claimed he had seen 
the true attacker run past and throw 
the knife towards him which he 
picked up leading to his wrongful 
arrest. The jury did not believe his 
account and he was found guilty. 

He will be sentenced at Snaresbrook 
Crown Court on October 2. 

Detective Constable Stephen Bent 
from Haringey CID said: “This was an 
extremely violent attack in which 
Kaggwa stabbed a man several times. 

“I am pleased that this dangerous 
young man has been found guilty. We 
are determined to bring all offenders 
of violent assaults to justice.” 


An exhibition which could be right up your street 


RESIDENTS of a road in Bounds Green may 
want to pay a visit to a new exhibition which 
documents life on their street. 

People living in Westbury Road collabo¬ 
rated with artist Gabriela Schutz to docu¬ 
ment the ‘homes, gardens and people on a 
typical London street’, for a display at the 
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Geffrye Museum in the Kingsland Road,

It opens on September 29 and runs until 
April 3, 2016. 

The artist’s six metre-long panoramic draw¬ 
ing shows a row of near-identical Victorian 
houses on the road - where she also lives. 

The patch’s diversity of residents is then 
further revealed in Andrew Buurman’s 
photographs. 

Taken over two years, his shots reveal the 
residents in their back gardens, spaces invisi¬ 
ble from the street which are “as varied as 
the house fronts are regular”, according to 
organisers. 

His photographs have been exhibited in the 
UK and USA, he has won a World Press 
Award and had his work published in many 
newspapers and magazines around the world.

The council had displayed a seemingly 
Scrooge-like attitude when members of 
the Ayley Croft Community Association 
were forced to cancel plans for a Christ¬ 
mas Day party for residents in the estate’s 
community centre, in Ayley Croft, Bush 
Hill Park. 

Chairwoman Hannah Roberts was told 
that health and safety restrictions meant 
the hall could not be opened on 
Christmas Day. 

But perhaps the ghosts of Christmas 
past, present and future paid a late-night 
visit to health and safety bosses, for 
when Miss Roberts opened an email last 
week she found out that a dramatic 


turnaround meant Christmas had not 
been cancelled after all - and the party 
could be held. 

She told the Advertiser. “We had been 
really disappointed, particularly as the 
given reason was that a bank holiday fol¬ 
lowed the date of the planned party. We 
had held events with this being the case 
before, so it seemed silly. 

“But the council said it had changed 
its mind and has even given us £250 
toward the event now, so we’re pleased it 
can go ahead. 

“A lot of people living here are older 
and don’t necessarily have families 
nearby, so we wanted to arrange a festive 
community party that everybody could 
come to and enjoy.” 

A council spokeswoman said she was 
delighted to announce the residents 
could now use the hall for the party. 

“This one-off letting was agreed on 
the basis that the residents’ association is 
a regular user of the hall,” she said. 


“We wish the association a very merry 
Christmas - we hope they enjoy the cel¬ 
ebrations. We’re delighted to support this 
wonderful event and we very much 
applaud the way the community has 
pulled together to arrange such a lovely 
event for isolated elderly people at 
Christmas time.” 

The secretary of the association John 
Dolan told the Advertiser. “We are 
delighted. Derek Levy, one of the South- 
bury ward councillors who was at the 
meeting where we revealed we would not 
be able to go ahead with the party 
because of council regulations, wrote to 
officers and asked why we weren’t 
allowed to have the party - and now we 
have this result.

AN MP who was one of the 
first politicians to nominate 
Jeremy Corbyn as Labour 
leader has welcomed his win. 

Kate Osamor, the Labour 
MP for Edmonton, spoke in 
the Advertiser last week 
ahead of Saturday’s election 
result of her support for the 
anti-austerity candidate, who 
was the only one of the 


leadership candidates to vote 
against the Government’s 
Welfare Reform Bill. 

Mr Corbyn, the MP for 
Islington North, won a land¬ 
slide victory in the leadership 
race, claiming almost 60 per 
cent of the vote in the first 
round, leaving his rivals, 
Andy Burnham, Liz Kendall 
and Yvette Cooper barely

scraping together 40 per cent 
of the vote between them. 

Ms Osamor, who was 
elected as an MP for the first 
time in May, said: “This 
result is a sign that politics is 
changing and that people 
want to do things differently. 

“Jeremy Corbyn won this 
election by running a 
positive campaign involving 


thousands of volunteers 
across the country.” 

In the first hours after his 
victory was declared, a num¬ 
ber of high profile MPs 
including former city lawyer 
Chuka Umunna and Tris¬ 
tram Hunt ruled out serving 
under Mr Corbyn in a 
shadow cabinet citing 
ideological differences with 


the anti-austerity MP. 

But the Edmonton MP, 
who joined Mr Corbyn in 
voting against the Tories’ 
Welfare Reform Bill, said 
the new leader had “brought 
together a unifying shadow 
cabinet and I look forward 
to working with them to put 
forward a convincing alter¬ 
native to the Tories”. 
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Faiths rally round 
to help refugees 


Groups pledge to offer help and support

FAITH groups in Enfield are rallying to support 
thousands of refugees who have been forced to 
flee the war in Syria. 

Many are raising funds to support the work of 
aid agencies working with refugees in Europe and 
the desperately overcrowded camps in the Middle 
East. 

Some groups are also collecting clothing, food 
and medical supplies. Others are looking at ways 
they can support refugees when they arrive in the 
UK. 

Southgate Synagogue in Old Farm Avenue, 
Southgate, is drawing up a list of people who can 
offer accommodation to refugees. Linda Cannon 
said they were also collecting money through the 
Jewish Benevolent Fund. 

Enfield’s Muslim community is raising funds 
for refugees through their mosques. Mohammed 
Tarik Sediq, CEO of Palmers Green Mosque in 
Oakthorpe Road, said: “We are supporting two 
charities at present which work with refugees in 
Europe and the Middle East. One is bringing 
hygiene, food and clothing. Another medical aid 
and food.” 

Mr Sediq added: “We are very keen to support 
all these people regardless of their religion, and 
keen to expand our work in this area.” 

Enfield’s Greek Orthodox community has held 
prayers and collections for the International 
Orthodox Christian Charities, which is providing 



food and other essential supplies, improving con¬ 
ditions at reception centres and carrying out 
water, sanitation and hygiene activities on the 
islands of Chios, Samos, and Kos which in 
August saw 300 refugees arrive each day. 

One group which will have some first-hand 
understanding of what today’s refugees are going 
through is the borough’s Cypriot community. 
When Turkey invaded the island in 1974, thou¬ 
sands lost their homes and fled to England, while 
200,000 became refugees with their own country 
and still are displaced. 

Councillor George Savva said: “We hope and 
pray that a long-term solution can be found. 

“We must never forget, both Greek and Turkish 
Cypriots suffered so much. About 50,000 
refugees came from Cyprus. The largest number 
settled in Enfield and Haringey.” 

Speaking from Cyprus, where an aid container 
with clothes, shoes and other supplies had just 
been unloaded, Mr Savva, who represents Hasel- 
bury ward, said: “It’s really a very moving experi¬ 
ence. There are Syrian refugees here on this bus 
from a recent rescue.” 

He praised the work of the Cypriot Red Cross, 
which he said was making an “amazing effort.” 

St Anne’s Catholic Girls School in Oakthorpe 
Road, Enfield, has also become involved helping 
the refugees. They recently joined North London 
Citizens (NLC), an alliance of 45 institutions 
including churches, schools, mosques, syna¬ 
gogues, charities and universities which pledged 
to work together on a range of social issues. 

NLC organiser Judy Master told the Advertiser. 
“The issue of refugees is a major priority for us. 
We are compiling a list of organisations and indi¬ 
viduals that can offer accommodation, clothing, 
household supplies, toys, books and probably 
above anything else, friendship. 

“There are large numbers of unaccompanied 
children who will need to be settled in foster 
homes. These people have been through terrifying 
experiences - escaping Assad’s bombs and the 
terror of ISIS. They have lost everything, their 
homes, their jobs - often family members. They 
need to be made welcome.” 

Our Lady of Mt Carmel and St George’s RC 
Church in London Road, Enfield has a lively jus¬ 
tice and peace group which is becoming more and 
more involved with the refugee crisis. 

The group has already collected a van load of 
clothing, medical supplies, food and educational 
materials to be delivered to the camp at Calais by 
the Catholic Worker House in Mattison Road, 
Harringay.

The church is also collecting funds for the 
Catholic aid and development agency CAFOD, 
which supports partners working in refugee 
camps in Iraq, Lebanon and Jordan. 

Parishioner Tony Sheen, who also works for the 
charity, said: “I am moved by the sight of so many 
people fleeing for their lives. I can only imagine 
how terrifying the situation must be. 

“It is time for us to stand up show compassion 
and offer meaningful support to our global broth¬ 
ers and sisters.”

One of the main aid agencies supported by 
Enfield’s Anglican community is Christian Aid. 
The charity has funded organisations working in 
Syria, Iraq and Lebanon with refugees and the 
displaced for several years providing communi¬ 
ties with food, bedding, hygiene kits and health 
services. 

In Lebanon and Iraq their partners are also 
working to provide psycho-social support to chil¬ 
dren and women in need.

He said: “I want to say a huge 
thank you to everyone who 
shared the posts and went out 
on the streets to help find 
Frank. 

“We were all touched by your 
support. It was truly incredible 
to know so many people loved 
and cared for him. 

“Unfortunately, on the 13th of 
September, my amazing, funny 
and clever little brother, Frank, 
passed away. 

“He will be missed by all that 
knew him and has left a hole in 
our hearts that can never truly 
heal.” 

The 16-year-old A-level 


student attended Highlands 
School in World’s End Lane, 
Winchmore Hill. 

Headteacher Bruce Goddard, 
paid tribute to the “fantastic 
student”. 

He said: “Our whole school 
community is devastated at the 
sudden loss of our Frank. 

“He was a fantastic student 
and a wonderful friend to so 
many at Highlands School and 
he was loved as much by the 
staff who taught him as by his 
friends. 

“He had only just entered the 
sixth form, having achieved 
excellent GCSE grades, and he 
had so much to look forward 
to.

Student still missing after seven years

A FRESH appeal has been made for 
information in a bid to find a young 
man who went missing after visiting a 
friend in Enfield seven years ago. 

Alex Sloley’s family has not heard 
from him since midday on July 11, 
2008. 

The accountancy student was just 
16 at the time and had little money on 


him, nor a wallet or spare clothes to 
indicate he was planning to run away. 
PC Dan Lewis, from Islington 
Missing Persons Unit, said: “Alex has 
been missing for over seven years and 
this is a very distressing time for his 
family. 

“Inquiries are continuing and we are 
keen to speak to anyone who has any 
information about Alex both prior to 
and since he has gone missing. It is 
important for us to build up a picture 


of events leading up to Alex going 
missing so that all lines of inquiry can 
be followed up. 

“We are hoping that this re-appeal 
will trigger someone’s memory so 
they can come forward with new 
information. 

“I urge anyone with information on 
his whereabouts to call us immedi¬ 
ately or speak to Crimestoppers 
anonymously. 

“I would also appeal to Alex that if 


you are in any kind of trouble then we 
can help you. Just call your family or 
the police to let us know you are safe.” 

Alex is described as a light-skinned 
black man and 5ft 5ins tall, of 
medium build and with striking blue 
eyes.

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Violent robber who preyed on lone 
jewellers gets five-year sentence

A VIOLENT robber who was 
arrested after a high-speed police 
chase through north London is now 
behind bars. 

Joel Law, 28, of Hodson Place, 
Enfield Island Village, robbed two 
jewellery stores in Barnet and 
Haringey, targeting shops where 
staff worked alone. 

On June 10, Law walked into 
Georgy’s Jewellers in Ballards Lane, 
West Finchley, armed with a wrench 
and grabbed the 51-year-old man 
working in the shop by the throat. 

He made off with gold necklaces 
and some other jewellery. 

Eight days later, on June 18, Law 
walked into Zeyno’s Jewellers in 
Green Lanes, Haringey. 

This time he carried what looked 
like a weapon wrapped in clothing. 

Again, he grabbed the 26-year-old 
shop assistant by the throat, forcing 
him back against the wall before 


making off with jewellery and cash. 

He was seen leaving the scene of 
the crime in a dark blue Peugeot 208 
and police found that Law had in 
fact been using the car. 

When officers analysed CCTV 
they identified him as the man who 
had carried out both robberies. 

Three days after the Haringey 
robbery, officers on patrol in 
Haringey spotted Law in his 
Peugeot and a high-speed chase 
began. 

Law tried to escape the police by 
driving through Haringey at over 
70mph down the wrong side of the 
road, at one point swerving in front 
of a bus and down the pavement. 

Police chasing Law were told to 
stop the pursuit because of the risk 
to the public but a helicopter tracked 
his movements and directed officers 
on the ground to where he was 
headed. 

He parked the car on Manor Road, 
High Barnet, and ran off through 
residential gardens, eventually 


stopping and hiding next to bins 
behind a garden gate, where officers 
found and then arrested him. 

Law pleaded guilty to both 
robberies at Snaresbook Crown 
Court on August 21, admitting to 
having stolen approximately 
£22,000 in cash and jewellery. He 
also pleaded guilty to possession of 
an offensive weapon and dangerous 
driving. 

On Thursday, he was jailed for 
five years and four months for the 
offences. 

The victims in both incidents 
revealed that they feared for their 
lives because of the level of anger 
and aggression used by Law. 

The victim at Zeyno’s Jewellers 
told police: “At the moment he 
grabbed my throat during our 
struggle, I thought to myself that I 
would be killed at this point. I was 
frightened. 

“I couldn’t physically press the 
alarm; my brain locked down and all 
I wanted to do was get him out of 


the shop.” 

In an impact statement the victim 
at Georgy’s Jewellers said: “He 
pushed me behind the counter and 
to the back and at that moment I 
thought I was going to be killed. I 
was scared for myself and my 
family and that if something did 
happen to me, no one would find 
me.” 

Lead officer in the case, Detective 
Constable Paul Weaver of the Met 
Police’s flying squad, said: “Law 
targeted lone jewellers and used 
physical violence and the threat of 
weapons to frighten them into 
submission. 

“The victims continue to deal with 
the trauma of the robberies today, 
but I hope they find some 
reassurance in knowing that this 
man is now in prison. 

“The pursuit of Law shows police 
work at its best, with officers 
collaborating to ensure we stop and 
hold to account those who would 
seek to harm our communities.”

THE hectic world of TV news seems a far cry 
from a church ministry - but that’s the back¬ 
ground of the new parish priest at Southgate. 

The Reverend Dr Chrichton Limbert was 
installed as the 13th Vicar of Christ Church by 
Bishop Peter Broadbent, Acting Bishop of 
Edmonton, on September 8. 

Rev Limbert will be serving alongside Rev 
Hazell Miall, who studied with him at St Melli- 
tus College - the Anglican institution which spe¬ 
cialises in training candidates for ordained 
ministry while they continue other careers. 

The new vicar worked at the BBC in news and 
current affairs from 1983 to 2012. 

“It was a great job” said Rev Limbert. “I trav¬ 
elled all over the world.” 

Among the programmes he worked on was 
Breakfast with Frost and Newsnight. Once, 
when working with John Sergeant around the 
time of Mrs Thatcher’s resignation, Rev Limbert 
spotted Mrs Thatcher coming down the stairs 
behind the reporter. “I whispered in his ear: Took 
behind you’.” 

Rev Chrichton is married to Judith and they 
have three children. The decision to become a 
priest happened quite naturally. 

“I didn’t have a career plan,” said Rev Limbert. 


“My wife and I were both active parishioners 
in Berkhamsted and I felt more and more drawn 
to the life.” 

After some time of discernment he was 
accepted for studies at St Mellitus College. 

For the next three years he continued working 
at the BBC while attending evening, weekend 
and summer courses. 

He resigned from his job in 2012, was 
ordained and worked for three years at All Saints, 
Leighton Buzzard. 

“It was a very busy community. I loved work¬ 
ing there” he said. 

His family have been very supportive and are 
delighted with the move to Southgate. 

They have arrived at a very special time in the 
history of the parish. This year is the 400th 
anniversary of continuous Christian worship in 
Southgate and there have been several special 
events to celebrate this. 

Besides weekly services, Christ Church has a 
choir, concerts, social events and an annual fete. 
They also screen classic films with live music. 

Rev Limbert says he feels his years of experi¬ 
ence as a studio director will help him in his new 
ministry. 

“Both require teamwork, presentation, organ¬ 
isation and good communications. Most impor¬ 
tantly, I want Christ Church to be an inclusive 
church, where everyone feels welcome.”

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Builder fined over 
dodgy driveways 

Ponder's End businessman admitted breaking 
trading standards after 'defects' discovered

A ROGUE builder who 
intimidated customers and 
carried out “shoddy” work on 
driveways has been fined. 

John Hanrahan, 46, of Wharf 
Road, Ponders End, who traded 
as Marshalls Home Improve¬ 
ments Ltd, has been given a 
12-month community order, 
fined £50 and ordered to carry 
out 200 hours of unpaid work. 

He pleaded guilty to offences 
under the consumer protection 
from unfair trading regulations 
at Wood Green Crown Court on 
July 6. 

Trading standards officers 
were called in January last year 
after police received reports of 
a cold caller harassing residents 


in Uvedale Road, Enfield. 

Marshalls Home Improve¬ 
ments Ltd had been working on 
some driveways in the street. 

An independent surveyor 
found that driveways built by 
Hanrahan had major defects, 
including inadequate drainage 
and poor quality workmanship, 
which meant they would crack 
and shift position. 

Further investigations 

revealed that those who had 
commissioned Hanrahan to 
build their drives had been 
given insufficient information 
and no cooling-off period, 
which is itself an offence. 

Enfield Council is consider¬ 
ing instigating confiscation 
proceedings against the 
company to claw back some of 
the profits. 


Daniel Anderson, cabinet 
member for environment, said: 
“Our advice to residents is that 
they should think twice before 
buying goods and services on 
the doorstep. 

“They should do some 
thorough research to satisfy 
themselves they will be pur¬ 
chasing a reputable and reliable 
service or product before 
handing over any money. 

“Unfortunately, if an offer 
sounds too good to be true, it 
usually is, but in the present 
financial climate when budgets 
are squeezed, people under¬ 
standably want to save money 
and sometimes make decisions 
they will regret later. 

“Our trading standards team 
are trying to ensure that does 
not happen.”

Meridian Water blueprint 
offers vision for the future 


COUNCIL bosses have revealed 
their vision for the regeneration 
of the south east of the borough. 

The Meridian Water 
redevelopment project covers 85 
hectares of land on former indus¬ 
trial land owned by British Gas. 

The council has a dream - and 
that dream involves 
decontaminating the land where 
gas silos once stood, and creating 
8,000 new homes on land 
sandwiched between industrial 
estates and the North Circular 
Road. 

Earlier this year the area was 
awarded Housing Zone Status by 
the Mayor of London’s office, 
giving the council greater 
freedoms when considering plan¬ 
ning applications on the land. 

The land has been bought 
outright by the council, five 
housing developers have been 
shortlisted to work as the 
council’s master developer on the 
project, and Network Rail is on 
board with bringing more high 
speed trains to a new station to 
replace Angel Road. 

Council chiefs have been 
voicing concerns for years about 
the impact that a lack of social 
housing combined with rent hikes 
and housing benefit caps 
elsewhere in the capital has had 
on Enfield’s housing stock. 

Ahmet Oykener, the cabinet 
officer for housing, told the 
Advertiser : “In big developments 
like this sometimes the master 
developer can sell the whole thing 


on the map before they start. 

“They can go to Japan or 
wherever and they can just sell it 
in one. 

“But if the local authority says 
to them that’s not what we want 
to achieve - that we want to 
achieve local homes for local peo¬ 
ple they will not advertise it over¬ 
seas or elsewhere, but at home, 
where we want the market for 
this to be.” 

Peter George, the council’s 
regeneration programme 
director, added that one thing 
they are looking at is ways to 
ensure that one property is sold 
to one person. 

“We were worried about other 
boroughs buying up all this 
housing stock as that would mean 
we would lose control and we 
would not be able to ensure the 
properties go to local people. 

“Nobody outside of the borough 
can buy blocks to place people in. 
That’s quite deliberate.” 

Not all the properties will be 
social and affordable housing 
though and Mr George said that 
part of the development would 
have to be on the higher-end of a 
price scale in order to fund the 
social and affordable homes in 
the development. 

He said: “If we get this site 
right it will create a place for the 
whole of London - not just 
Enfield. 

“That will create value and we 
will use that value to invest in 
more affordable housing.”

A RARE set of Edwardian 
wrought iron railings have been 
restored to their former glory and 
installed at a park in Enfield after 
detective work by volunteers who 
tracked them down. 

The heritage feature at the 
Broomfield Park Conservatory 
will be officially unveiled on 
September 29. 

The railings, which once sur¬ 
rounded the underground toilets at 
Palmer’s Green Central Triangle, 
had been taken down by the coun¬ 
cil and left in storage as scrap. 

The Friends of Broomfield Park 
managed to locate their where¬ 
abouts and at a total cost of 
£,7,500 - £4,500 of which has 
come from The Enfield Society - 
have repaired and restored them. 

They now surround the park’s 
1930s conservatory, which was 
restored and reopened in 2010. 

A 40-strong team from Friends 
of Broomfield Park, care for the 
plants and organise special events. 
The venue now attracts 7,000 
visitors a year. 

A council spokesman said: “It is 
very fortunate that these railings 
have survived. During the Second 
World War most iron gates and 
rails in the borough were collected 


and melted down to make 
armaments.” 

Elizabeth Dobbie, chair of the 
Broomfield Park Conservation 
subcommittee said: “These railings 
were languishing at a council scrap 
yard in Broxbourne. We’re very 
pleased that they have been 
restored and are now in their new 
home.” 

Tony Dey, management commit¬ 
tee member of the Enfield Society, 
which provided most of the fund¬ 
ing for the project, complemented 
the local building and metalwork¬ 
ing companies who completed the 
work, saying: “Both Triangle 
Ironworks and WJ Norman are 
local, care for the Palmers Green 
area and have undertaken previous 
work in the park and nearby. 

“This re-use of the historic 
railings has enabled them to have a 
new purpose and to contribute to 
the continuing heritage of the local 
Palmers Green area.” 

The conservatory is open to the 
public every Wednesday and 
Sunday afternoon (2.30-4.30pm in 
the summer, 2-4pm in the winter). 

The official opening ceremony, 
in the presence of David Burrowes 
MO, councillors, Council 
Officers, members of the Enfield 
Society, the friends and volunteers 
will take place on Tuesday Septem¬ 
ber 29 at 4.30pm.

THE bees’ knees might not be how all 
residents view the borough, but 
thanks to fragrant flowers and pretty 
plants a country estate has won praise 
for fulfilling bees’ needs. 

Forty Hall Park, in Forty Hill, in the

They all tell 
a fascinating story about the social 
history of Southgate from the time it 
was the four great estates of Arnos 
Grove, which was the stately home 
of the Walker family, Beaver Hall, 
Minchenden House and Broomfield 
House to when it became a more 
suburban parish with the arrival of 
the underground in the 1930s.” 

Christchurch is celebrating its 
400th anniversary this year, as the 
first recorded church on the site was 
founded in May 1615. 

As well as inviting members of the 
public into the church to explore the 
sculptures and artwork there will be 
guided tours of the church and 
neighbouring Minchenden Oak Gar¬ 
den on the hour as well as a range 
of activities for children. 

Members of the public are also 
invited to join in with choral even¬ 
song on Sunday evening at 6.30pm.

Summit to shout about 



EVEREST (12A, 131 mins) 


I CELANDIC director Baltasar Kormakur 
heads for the highest peak on earth for 
a gripping drama based on true events, 
which cast a deathly shadow over the 
mountaineering community in 1996. 

Penned by William Nicholson and Simon 
Beaufoy, award-winning scribes of Gladi¬ 
ator and Slumdog Millionaire, Everest is a 
slickly orchestrated recreation of an ill- 
fated ascent to 29,029ft above sea level, 
where altitude sickness silently stalks the 
most experienced climbers. 

From this literally breathtaking vantage 
point, one wrong movement or the slight¬ 
est change in Mother Nature's volatile tem¬ 
perament can be fatal. 

The air is too thin for helicopter rescue, 



so all that separates expeditions from an 
icy grave is the eternal flame of the human 
spirit, which compels men and women to 
perform superhuman feats of strength and 
endurance. 

Rob Hall (Jason Clarke) and Scott Fis¬ 
cher (Jake Gyllenhaal) lead rival expedi¬ 
tions, racing against one another and the 
elements to ensure their clients are on top 
of the world. 

Unlike his rival, Rob takes a fastidious, 
cautious approach to each ascent with his 
company Adventure Consultants, promis¬ 
ing his pregnant wife Jan (Keira Knightley) 
that he will return soon for the imminent 
birth of their daughter. 

His base camp team includes mother 
hen Helen Wilton (Emily Watson), medic 
Caroline Mackenzie (Elizabeth Debicki) and 
fellow guide Andy Harris (Martin Hender¬ 
son). 

Clients on Hall's ill-fated May 1996 
expedition include respected journalist Jon 
Krakauer (Michael Kelly), postman Doug 
Hansen (John Hawkes), doctor Beck 
Weathers (Josh Brolin) and Yasuko Namba 
(Naoko Mori), who is attempting to 
become only the second Japanese 
woman to reach the summits of the high¬ 
est mountains on all seven continents. 

As Rob and Scott's teams approach the 
summit, a fierce storm rumbles nearby, 
threatening to trap the climbers and guides 
on the rock face. 

"There is competition between every 
person and this mountain. The last word 
always belongs to the mountain," point¬ 
edly observes one of the guides. 

Everest doesn't quite scale the dizzy 
emotional heights to which it aspires and 


it's not always easy to distinguish 
characters when tragedy strikes in the eye 
of a storm, but there is no escaping the 
nerve-racking suspense that holds us in a 
vice-like grip. 

Performances are occasionally lost to 
the roar of the sub-zero wind but Watson 
certainly wrings out tears that remain 
frozen for other cast members. 

Kormakur's decision to shoot his picture 
in 3D and IMAX 3D adds a vertiginous, 
stomach-churning extra dimension to this 
high-wire fight for survival. 

We experience the relentless, sickening

pull of gravity as the camera swoops 
above and below the characters as they 
clamber over rickety ladders that traverse 
gaping crevasses on the treacherous 
Khumbu Icefall. 

These brave souls might be instructed 
to keep their heads up, but we have no 
choice but to stare at the jagged wall of 
rock and ice that stretches down towards 
oblivion. 

Don't be afraid to hold on white-knuckle 
tight to the armrest of your seat.

It (almost)

B RITISH fans of the compact SUV rejoice! 
The GLC represents the first time Mercedes 
has built a small off-roader as a right-hand 
drive, so it’s the first chance the three-pointed star 
has had to test its mettle against the sales behe¬ 
moths that are the BMW X3 and the Audi Q5. At 
this stage, it’s four-wheel drive only. A low-C02 
two-wheel drive could arrive in 2016. 

A pair of 2.1-litre diesel engines is all that’s 
familiar, as they’ve been employed in about every 
Merc this side of the S-Class. There are two states 
of tune, but the 168bhp GLC 220d version will be 
the best seller. 

The GLC is arguably the sweetest-looking of the 
Mercedes SUVs. It carries less visual weight than 
the GLE and its neatness is instantly easier on the 
eye. It almost manages to look good in brown. 
Almost. 

As for image, you’d be forgiven for thinking that 
novelty counts for a lot in this sector. This is the 
latest new thing to tell the neighbours about, and 
it’s likely that large numbers of people will buy 
into it.

It’s only about 15cm longer than a common com¬ 
pact family hatch, but a 550-litre boot makes use 
of the GLC’s height to create extra room for stack¬ 
ing cases. The all-wheel drive system and auto¬ 
matic gearbox, linked to advanced stability control 
and road-biased ever-so-slightly dual-purpose 
tyres, create a stable platform that will inspire con¬ 
fidence in all weathers. 

Not many Brits are likely to opt for an off-road 
package, but those who do will gain 46mm more 
ground clearance, greater angles of approach and 
departure and a hill descent control system. This is 
effective even on steep, slippery surfaces and will 
control the car’s descent speed independently of 
the driver with unerring precision. 

The entry-level diesel engine provides all you 
really need. While it’s not fast and isn’t quiet, it’s 
strong enough for all sorts of uses - even pretty 
heavy-duty off-roading if you add the relevant 
option pack that includes height-adjustable sus¬ 
pension. AMG Line models come with harder 
sports suspension, and you should avoid this if you 
can. The standard suspension is noticeably plusher 
and more comfortable for everyday driving. 

A nine-speed automatic gearbox is standard - a 


luxury feature you don’t get on rival cars. It works 
extremely well for the most part, but can skip 
around all too frequently between ratios as it tries 
to find the best balance for that particular moment. 
Avoid watching the rev counter and you’ll stop 
noticing it. 

At an initial starting price of just under £35,000, 
the GLC is more expensive than the cheapest 
automatic, four-wheel drive Audi Q5. It’s better 
looking, with a more impressive media interface 
and an interesting interior ambiance. The torque 
converter gearbox will offer some buyers a better 
option than the lighter weight, but there is report¬ 
edly a less robust dual-clutch equivalent in the 
Audi.

MASON’S DELIGHT 
AT CRUCIAL GOAL

RYAN MASON insists that pick¬ 
ing up an injury was a small price 
to pay for scoring the winning 
goal to help Tottenham Hotspur 
beat Sunderland 1-0 on Sunday 
and record their first victory of 
the season. 

A difficult start to the campaign 
had seen Spurs pick up just three 
points - all from draws - from 
their first four matches, and they 
again looked like they would be 
frustrated in their quest to pick up 
a win at the Stadium of Light until 
Mason struck the decisive blow 
with just eight minutes remaining. 

However, the England interna¬ 
tional midfielder was caught by 
home keeper Costel Pantilimon in 
the process of scoring and played 
no farther part in the contest as he 
was carried off on a stretcher - 
with Spurs still waiting to discover 
the extent of Mason’s injury. 

“Of course I’d take a whack, as 
long as I’m back for the next 
game,” he said. “Scoring a goal is 
the best feeling in the world. 

“It was a massive result for us. 
We’d gone four games without a 
win so we didn’t really care how 
it came as long as we got the three 
points. 

“It was like a basketball match 
at times, end to end and so open. 
The first goal was always going to 
be key and thankfully we scored it 
and held on this time. The most 
important thing was the win and 
we’ve now got four home matches 
coming up so it’s all positive. 


“It felt good to score. I felt fit, 
I was timing runs and looking to 
get forward. I haven’t shied away 
from wanting to score goals, but 
perhaps at the same time I’ve 
been a bit naive because I can’t 
forget that I’m a defensive central 
midfielder now and it’s difficult 
to make the box as regularly as I’d 
like to. It was nice to do it against 
Sunderland and help us get the 
three points.” 

The match also saw Heung-Min 
Son make his debut for Totten¬ 
ham following his big-money 
move from Bayer Leverkusen 
last month, and the South Korean 
international forward was thrilled 
to have made his first start for 
the club. 

“It was amazing for me to 
make my debut - it’s a dream for 
me to play in the Premier League,” 
he said. “I know I can play better, 
but this is only my first game. 
Now I want more. I just need a 
bit of time to settle in with the 
team. 

“I’m really happy we’ve got our 
first win. The players were very 
good, but we’re looking to play 
much better, which we’ll see over 
the next few weeks.” 

Meanwhile, Tottenham have 
confirmed that striker Emmanuel 
Adebayor has been released from 
his contract by mutual consent. 

Adebayor, who did not feature 
in head coach Mauricio Pochett- 
ino’s plans and was left out of 
Spurs’ squads for both the Premier 
League and Europa League, 
scored 35 goals in 87 league 
appearances for the club.

Rochdale briefly threatened to take 
control after this and Gaz Langley 
had a try disallowed before they did 
extend their advantage on 26 minutes 
when Wayne English touched down. 

But the Skolars hit back and they 
got on the scoreboard on the half hour 
as a fine move saw player-coach Jer¬ 
maine Coleman and Mike Benson 
combine to set up James Anthony for 
a try which Tommy Connick converted, 
before Anthony grabbed another con¬ 
verted try four minutes later to give 
them the lead. 

However, the visitors were unable 
to maintain their advantage for long 
as Rochdale struck on the stroke of 
half-time - Alex Trumper claiming a 
converted try out wide. 

Anthony was proving a constant 
threat to the home defence though, 


and he completed his hat-trick six 
minutes into the second half follow¬ 
ing good work from Aaron Small, 
with Connick’s successful conversion 
putting them back ahead. 

The Skolars held on to their lead 
for longer on this occasion as the 
hosts were becoming increasingly 
frustrated - but a sudden burst just 
after the hour mark saw Dale Bloom¬ 
field and Danny Bridge score tries in 
quick succession to put Rochdale in 
command. 

Still the visitors refused to lie down 
and Jimmy Morgan gave them renewed 
hope by touching down with eight 
minutes remaining to reduce their 
deficit to four points, but they were 
unable to break through again as they 
slumped to a defeat which left them 
in 11th place in the final table. 


HARINGEY BOROUGH’S interest in 
the LA Cup came to an end on Saturday 
when they were beaten 3-0 at Potters 
Bar Town in the first qualifying round. 

Borough’s only win of what has been 
a difficult start to the season came in the 
preliminary round of the competition - 
when they overcame Barking 2-1 - but 
they were unable to build on that as they 
were very much second best against a 
Potters Bar side who play at the same 
level as them in Division One Central of 
the Southern League. 

The hosts broke the deadlock in the 
tenth minute as Dave Lawrence scored 
with a fine finish following some good 
work from Joe Bennett. 

Potters Bar continued to put the visi¬ 
tors under severe pressure, and it came as 
some surprise that they had to wait until 
the 31st minute to double their advan¬ 


tage - Evandro Delgado embarking on a 
mazy run through the defence before 
firing into the net. 

To their credit, Borough fought back 
well in the second half and dominated 
for long spells, but a mixture of some 
poor finishing and good defending from 
the hosts meant that they were unable to 
force their way back into the match. 

And the visitors’ fate was sealed late on 
when substitute Jack Lyons raced on to 
Bennett’s through-ball and rounded the 
keeper before slotting into an empty net. 

Meanwhile, Borough’s struggles in 
Ryman League Division One North con¬ 
tinued on Tuesday last week when they 
lost 2-1 at home to Waltham Abbey. 

Haringey Borough face home league 
games against Bury Town on Saturday 
(3pm) and Cray Wanderers on Tuesday 
(7.45pm).
